Samson, Delilah, the Church and Modernism

FTER Joshua’s death, the Children of 
Israel were ruled over by leaders called 
Judges for more than four hundred years. 
This period found the great nation in apos- 
tasy. The state of spiritual declension con- 
tinued until the coming of David who jarred 
the people to their senses and brought them 
back to their “first love.” 


Apostasy 


All together, Israel had sixteen Judges. 
These rulers were the spiritual ancestors of 
the prophets who came later. During this 
dark era Israel was invaded by idol wor- 
ship. In this, they began to follow in the 
foot-steps of the wicked Canaanites, who 
were living in the Promised Land at the 
time of the invasion under Joshua. Like 


‘the church today, Israel had taken on the 


marks of the world. A ship in an ocean is 
a fine thing but the ocean in a ship is dang- 
erous. Likewise, the church in the world is 
a fine thing but the world in the church is 
dangerous. We read, “and the Children of 
Israel did evil in the sight of the Lord.” 

Samson was the thirteenth of the Judges. 
His reputation was not very good but con- 
sidering the apostate condition of the people 
he was about the best the nation could hope 
to produce. Samson was a man of tower- 
ing physical strength and at times posses- 
sed of a firm reliance upon God. On the 
other hand, we sometimes find him an ad- 
venturous, foolhardy, passionate, willful, 
dishonoring man, a slave to sin and lust. 
The white angel of purity and the black 
dragon of lust fought for control of his na- 
ture. His personality as a whole is a type 
of that section of apostate leadership which 
we find in the church today. 

With the coming of idolatry and immoral- 
ity during this dark period of apostasy 
there came a corresponding loss of mental 
and physical vigor. Moral decay is always 
accompanied by physical decay. When na- 
tions become weakened in the realm of 
morals, it is only a question of time until 
there comes a corresponding loss of pky- 
sical strength and power. This was true of 
ancient Israel, and it will be true of mod- 
ern America unless we perpetuate the ideals 
and righteous moral standards from which 
we have gained our strength. 

Powerful as Israel had b2en in times past, 
at the present crisis in her history we find

her delivered into the hands of a wicked 
nation called the Philistines. The Philis- 
tines are well known in history. They were 
living in Palestine when the children of 
Israel arrived from across the Jordan. The 
Philistines are always a type of sin and 
wickedness. They worshipped immoral] 
deities and their nation was as wicked as 
the deities which their perverted imagina- 
tions created. 


The Nazarite Vow 

Samson had pious parents. Before his 
birth he was designated by a special, divine 
call. His father and mother took for him 
the Nazarite vow as an act of consecration. 
We find that the Nazarites are very inter- 
esting people as we study them in ancient 
history. John the Baptist was a Nazarite. 
There is evidence to the effect that the 
Apostle Paul took the Nazarite vow. 
Samuel was a Nazarite. 

Nazarites were always men and women 
of deep piety who were set apart especially 
for the service of God. To take the Naza- 
rite vow involved rigid self-restraint. 
Grapes, wine, or any product of the vine, 
could not be used by one who had taken it. 
The vow also provided that the hair should 
never be cut. Long, uncut hair was a sym- 
bol of strength and abundant vitality among 
the Nazarites. Long hair was also looked 
upon as imparting a handsome appearance. 
It was a royal diadem to the Nazarite. If 
long hair is an indication of strength of 
character and a super-abundance of physi- 
cal and moral vitality, what shall we say of 
the 20th Century Bobbed Hair Craze? 


Weakened by Lust 


Samson misused his spiritual power and 
distinctive anointing for personal purposes 
and to gratify carnal desires. Running 
through his nature there was an element 
of lust which was destined to inhibit his 
power, destroy the God-consciousness and 
weaken him and his nation. He was invar- 
iably experiencing moral lapses and making 
excursions into secret sin. It is but a hair’s 
breath from spiritual illumination to sexual 
perversion. This is why so many people 
and religious movements of high spiritual 
vision sink to such depths of shame. Sam- 
son was not the mystic type; he lacked 
keeness of spiritual perception; his lower

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PORTO RICO'S CHILDREN

6sQUFFER the little children to come unto 

me, and forbid them not: for of such 
is the kingdom of God.” Mark 10:14. “Inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.” Matthew 25:40. 

It is the women and helpless children 
who suffer most in lands that have been 
denied the light of the Gospel. Jesus lib- 
erated women and conferred blessings upon 
children. He turned the tides of history. 
In oriental lands women are no better than 
beasts. An Arab thinks more of his horse 
than he does of his woman. The Hindu 
has higher regard for the sacred cow than 
he does for womanhood. Had it not been 
for the coming of Jesus Christ to earth the 
women who read this article would be 
slaves, beasts of burden. 

Because Porto Rico was denied the true 
Gospel for over four hundred years we find 
the women and the children of the Island 
in a down trodden, benighted state. I re- 
call being up in the mountains one evening 
and learning that the women of that dis- 
trict walk four miles down the mountain 
side, barefooted and bareheaded under the 
tropical sun to work ten hours in a cigar 
factory for 25 cents, only to climb the 
mountain in the evening on their way back 
to the little huts, which they call their 
homes. When you think of the small sum 
that each woman receives for her labors 
during the day, let it be remembered also 
that prices on the Island as a whole are a 
little higher than they are in the continental 
United States. The poor, under-nourished 
children also suffer from the most un- 
speakable diseases and the pangs of con- 
stant hunger. In Porto Rico we see the 
ripened fruit of four hundred years of Ro- 


man Catholic superstition, paganism, mis- . 


rule, spiritual darkness and exploitation. 
Not until the United States took the Island 
over from Spain was any other form of re- 
ligion permissible. 
Feeding Hungry Children 

Realizing the great need of Porto Rico’s 
children, Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., who was 
governor of the Island unti! a few weeks 
ago, demonstrated a beautiful humanitarian 
spirit. After informing President Hoover 
of the need, a survey of the Island was 
made which revealed that over 200,000 chil- 
dren were seriously under-nourished and 
many of them slowly starving. The result 
was that the “Porto Rico Child Feeding 
Committee” was organized with headquart- 
ers at 450 Seventh Avenue, New York City. 
A large number of prominent people, in- 
cluding the governors of eighteen states 
have become identified with the noble un- 
dertaking of feeding Porto Rico’s under- 
nourished children. The plan consists of 


giving hungry children a small quantity of 
milk each day. I am in receipt of the fol- 
lowing letter from Col. J. W. Krueger, Exe- 
cutive Director of the Committee, which 
contains some timely information. He 
says: 

“This Committee was organized under the 
leadership of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
during his governorship in Porto Rico. Dur- 
ing the.last two years, it has been feeding 
through funds raised by volunteer com- 
mittees in the states, 42,000 of the neediest 
children on the Island. This feeding is 
done through the public schools. 

“By utmost economy and sound adminis- 
tration it is possible to feed a child for $1.00 
a month. In fact every dollar that goes to 
Porto Rico goes directly for food. The 
Porto Ricans themselves are helping to the 
very best of their ability and resources. 

“Our Committee was organized after a 
survey had been made at the request of 
President Hoover by Dr. Samuel J. Crum- 
bine of your State, former head of the 
health work in Kansas. This survey re- 
vealed that more than 200,000 Porto Rican 
children were seriously under-nourished. In 
these times of depression and business dif- 
ficulties, we found it impossible to under- 
take the feeding of the entire group but 
have managed to care for the most desper- 
ate cases. These children come from homes 
of dire poverty and start the day on a cup 
of black coffee only. 

“We are now facing a very serious situa- 
tion? Funds are exhausted and the work is 
imperiled. To close any of the feeding sta- 
tions would mean placing the children in 
jeopardy. In fact it would actually be 
condemning many of them to death.” 

No one could travel over the Island as I 
have traveled and observe the appalling 
need without being profoundly impressed 
with the work of Col. Krueger’s organiza- 
tion. Normal people are always deeply 
touched when they see suffering among 
their fellow human beings. Let it be re- 
membered also that Porto Ricans are 
American citizens. 

There is a moral cause back of the tragic 
physical conditions which are now existing 
in Porto Rico. The root of the trouble is 
primarily spiritual and not economic. Cul- 
tivate a man’s moral nature and his eco- 
nomic problems will be solved. The su- 
preme need of Porto Rico is the illuminat- 
ing and transforming power of the Gospel. 
There must come to the Island a great 
spiritual awakening. Change a man’s inner 
nature, purify his heart, wash his emotions, 
illuminate his mind with a new ideal, give 
him a true concept of God, show him the 
vision of hope that is to be found in the 
Gospel, put an open Bible in his hands and 
you will make him a happy, useful citizen 
of both heaven and earth. 


How the Gospel Works 
I know a prominent evangelist 








in this country who at the age of 
21 could neither read nor write. 
He was filthy and diseased. He 
came down out of the Blue Ridge 
mountains a deformed, crippled, 
uneducated, degenerate youth and 
soon found himself living in the 
slums and gutters of the large 
cities, as he wandered from place 











to place a vagabond. In his own 


words he was, “scum of the earth.” One 
night in Cincinnati, Ohio in the dead of 
winter he stumbled into a mission and heard 
the Gospel story, repented and found Christ 
to be his personal Saviour. He was re- 
generated by the supernatural action of the 
Holy Spirit in his consciousness and was in- 
stantly and completely transformed into a 
“new creature.” 


For the first time in his life he had a de- 
sire to be clean. It was the dead of winter, 
but he went out and got newspapers to put 
between his dirty clothes and his body. His 
clean heart demanded a clean body. For 
more than thirty years that man has been 
one of the greatest preachers on the con- 
tinent and today stands at the head of a 
children’s orphanage with an investment of 
approximately three quarters of a million 
dollars. 


This is what I mean when I say that 
Porto Rico’s problem is more than physical 
and economic. It is moral and spiritual. 
The Defenders Movement is committed to 
the task of precipitating a great spiritual 
awakening by the faithful preaching of the 
Gospel on the Island. Already we are see- 
ing fruition from the labors. There are 
actually American citizens in that part of 
the world who have never been evangelized 
by the Gospel. We are establishing open-air 
preaching points out in the interior and 
country districts called “Defenders 
Chapels.” Never a week passes but what 
a new Chapel is opened. These preaching 
points are presided over by carefully trained 
Christian laymen, who give their time free 
because of their joy of carrying the Gospel 
to their less fortunate fellow Porto Ricans. 
Often a Defenders Chapel may consist of a 
hollow log or the stump of a tree where the 
lay-preacher comes one night each week to 
sing and preach. 


A Need 

We very much need portable organs to 
facilitate the worship at the Chapels. We 
have been able to send two organs to the 
Island since the first of the year. It costs 
$75.00 to purchase and ship one organ. The 
Porto Rican in the rural districts loves 
music, but he has very little of it. A port- 
able organ at a weekly preaching service, 
out under the open heavens, is a great bless- 
ing. 

It costs the small sum of $2.00 a month 
or $24.00 a year to cover the actual inci- 
dental expenses of a Defenders Chapel. 
Every time a reader of this magazine sends 
$2.00 and writes a letter agreeing to con- 
tribute $2.00 a month for one year, a new 
preaching point can be opened. Let it be 
remembered that open-air services are al- 
ways practical in Porto Rico, because the 
climate is tropical. Since this article has 
carried with it a personal appeal, I will 
close by suggesting that the Reader make 
these matters a subject of prayer and if he 
is able to assist in Gospelizing beautiful 
Porto Rico with a gift of any amount, that 
it will be accepted with deepest apprecia- 
tion. One hundred cents on every dollar 
given for this work goes to the field, noth- 
ing being kept out for overhead expenses.

nature predominated; he lacked that mysti- 
cal depth whereby base desires could be 
transmuted into pure emotions and lofty 
sentiments. 

Against the protests of his parents we 
find him, in Judges the fourteenth chapter, 
sharing the company of a vicious woman. 
Walking down the path one evening to call 
on her the muscular young man, wiih his 
long flowing hair, suddenly faced with a 
lion. As it lunged toward him, he caught 
the upper jaw in the powerful grasp of his 
right hand, at the same time holding the 
lower jaw with a terrific left; he literally 
tore the lion’s mouth apart. Tossing the 
eareass to the side of the road, he contin- 
ued his journey. The matter of disposing 
of the lion was so insignificant, in his opin- 
ion, that he did not even think to mention it 
to his lady friend or his relatives. Later, 
against the wishes of his parents, he mar- 
ried this Philistine girl and it proved to be 
a very unhappy marriage. 

Honey In the Carcass 

It was a custom in those times for the 
groom to conduct a feast, which lasted 
seven days, at the time of his marriage. 
Samson provided seven days of entertain- 
ment for his wedding guests. His enter- 
tainment consisted of the following riddle: 

“Out of the eater came forth meat and 
out of the strong came forth sweetness.” 

The answer to the riddle was simply this, 
that while going down the road, months 
after having killed the lion, Samson noticed 
that a swarm of bees had collected around 
the carcass. Upon examination he found a 
beehive in the carcass. He ate honey from 
the carcass and shared it with his friends. 

There is inspiration here. When some 
lion of the Devil attacks you, stand firm in 
spiritual strength and you will not only win 
the victory, but you will later find sweet- 
ness as a result of having passed through 
the trying experience. In spite of Sam- 
son’s sins, God supplied grace in the time of 
need and when he faced the lion, “The spirit 
of the Lord came mightily upon him.” And 
later he found HONEY IN THE CAR- 


His Philistine wife deceived him during 
the marriage feast by telling her relatives 
the answer to the riddle. Greatly to Sam- 
son’s disgust, the Philistines answered his 
riddle and the result was a family quarrel 
even before the marriage feast was over. 
And, the marriage came to an unhappy end, 
From that hour until the close of his life, 
Samson, the strong man, suffered unspeak- 
able tortures at the hands of the Philistines. 


Samson, a Type of the Church 

He could not stay away from Philistine 
women. Any man who lets the bars down 
on the matter of marriage loyalty is going 
to get into a world of trouble sooner or lat- 
er. Like many another man, Samson play- 
ed the fool. On one occasion we find him at 
that old Philistine hell-hole known as Gaza. 
No man has any right going to Gaza. Sam- 
son’s spiritually-minded parents pleaded 
with him to renounce his sinful ways and 
walk with God, but like Esau he was a slave 
to his physical appetites. His father beg- 
ged him not to go out of the blood-stream of 
Israel into the camp of the “uncircum- 
cised Philistines.” 

Mark you, the church of Jesus Christ is 
guilty of the same sin. It has gone outside 
the bonds of spiritual regeneration, into the 
world. Men of “uncircumcised hearts” 
have come into our pulpits; like Sam- 
son, the church has committed fornica- 
tion with the Philistine world. It is be- 
coming more and more difficult to tell 
where the world leaves off and the church 
begins. Worldly teachings and _ worldly 
standards of living have opened the doors 
of the church to the Philistines. 


Leaving home again Samson went out 
into a strange community, like the church 
has done in embracing Modernism and Evo- 
lution, and there he met a Philistine flap- 
per by the name of Delilah. In order to 
betray him and God’s people she needed to 
krow what was the source of his great phy- 
sical strength. She knew that there was 
some supernatural force at work in his life. 
The Philistine leaders said to her, “Entice 
him, and see wherein his great strength 
lieth, and by what means we may prevail 
against him, that we may bind him and af- 
flict him.” The world has “enticed” the 
church. 


Delilah, a Type of Modernism 

The great temptation follows and Sam- 
son is seduced by the charm of a wicked 
woman. After much persuasion, he finally 
gave in and told her that the source of his 
great strength was in his hair. He said, 
“If I be shaven, then my strength will go 
from me and I shall become weak like any 
other man.” When sleep came upon him 
she clipped his hair and his supernatural 
strength “went from him.” The Philis- 
tines led him away captive and burned his 
eyes out. He was frequently displayed lat- 
er at entertainments and public gatherings. 

But unwittingly, the Philistines allowed 
Samson’s hair to grow long again. One 
night, at a great festival to Dagon, the 
Philistine god, Samson was brought to the 
palace and we read: “When the hearts of 
the Philistines were merry, they said, Call 
for Samson that he may give us sport. 
And they called for Samson, out of the 
prison house, and he made them sport, and 
they set him between the pillars.” 

By this time, Samson’s hair was long and 
his old-time strength and physical super- 
vigor had returned. Pretending that he was 
tired, after having entertained the Philis- 
tines, he got permission to take his hands 
out of the brass bands in which they *had 
been held painfully tight. 

. Suddenly, in the midst of this night of 
drunken debauch, Samson throws his hands 
above his head and begins to pray: “O Lord 
God, remember me, I pray thee, and 
strengthen me, I pray thee, only this once, 
O God, that I may be avenged of the Philis- 
tines for my two eyes.” It was a pitiful 
prayer. 

At that instant, Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars, upon which the roof of 
the house was dependent and with a mighty 
display of strength, he wrapped his arms 
about them. He could see nothing with his 
eyes which had been burned out, but he 
pulled the pillars from their sockets, and 
the entire house caved in with a mighty 
crash. There were shrieks of pain, and ter- 
rible cries, in the dying agonies of the 
Philistines, and Samson perished with the 
rest. 

Delilah was to Samson what Modernism 
is to the church today. Modernism, a se- 
ductive thing, is doing to the church what 
Delilah did to Samson. Modernism is a 
worldly, Philistine-teaching based upon the 
theory of Evolution—an unscientific fallacy 
which destroys the supernatural and seeks 
to cast Christianity into the moulds of nat- 
ural law. Christianity with the miracles 
gone is Modernism. Every Modernist 
preacher rejects the miraculous and seeks 
to rule the transcendant God from the uni- 
verse. Everything supernatural must be 
eliminated, such as the Inspiration of the 
Bible, the Virgin Birth, Atonement and 
Resurrection of Christ, supernatural Regen- 
eration, supernatural out-pourings of the 
Holy Spirit, ete. After you have squeezed 
every miracle out of the Christian religion, 
what you have left will be Modernism. And 
the Church is listening to the enticing 
words of the siren of Modernism. 

To destroy the supernatural strength of 
Samson, Delilah cut his hair. The trouble 
with the Church today is that Modernists 
have given it a haircut.

Palestine Prospers, 
True To Prophecy 











Emanuel Neumann, member of the Ex- 
ecutive Staff of the World Zionist Organi- 
zation and of the Jewish Agency for Pales- 
tine, returned from Palestine, in June and 
reported, according to The New York Times, 
that Palestine is one of few countries not 
in the throes of the economic depression. 
Judged by, the export trade, the state of 
unemployment and other indications, he 
said, Palestine is singularly free from the 
effects of depression. 

Mr. Neumann said there was a steady in- 
flux of American Jews into the homeland 
and, although he could not give any gen- 
eral figures, he said that in the last two 
months several hundred have come in. This 
number appears to be but the vanguard for 
a larger number planning to settle there, he 
added. 

As part of the economic growth of the 
homeland, Mr. Neumann said, much inter- 
est is being shown in the production of cit- 
rus fruits and a fortuitous circumstance is 
that the orange crops, marketed in Europe 
do not compete with the American crops, 
as California fruit and Palestine fruit come 
at different seasons of the year. 

Asked as to the present feeling between 
the Jews and their Arab neighbors, Mr. 
Neumann said that their relations were 
more harmonious than two years ago, and 
the position of the extreme Arab agitators 
had been greatly weakened by the failure of 
their tactics to bring results. There is now 
a strong Arab party, he added.

I 
think the Wets have succeeded by the use 
of car signs, stamps, publicity and similar 
methods in creating a general belief that 
Wet sentiment is very much stronger than 
it actually is.”

fused to enforce all laws. Blame the gen- 
eral loosening of moral foundations. Blame 
the teaching of that brute philosophy in 
our schools which has lifted restraint from 
the conscience of thousands of young people 
bv teaching them that they are evolving 
animals. And, how do you account for the 
increase of crime in other countries, since 
the World War, where there are no laws 
against the use of alcohol?” 

Continuing, I said, “My father was a 
saloon keeper in the days before Prohibi- 
tion. Carry Nation became world famous 
after breaking up his place with her 
hatchet. His saloon was the first she ever 
smashed. I know something of what the 
saloon was like and I know it will be a lot 
worse when it comes back than it was in the 
old days if the Wets succeed in repealing 
the 18th Amendment. Man, you _ don’t 
know what crime is! Just wait! Elect a 
Wet Congress next November and within 
five vears crime will increase fifty per 
cent.”

I saw more drunk men staggering on 
the streets of one city in Ontario in two 
weeks than I have seen all together in the 
last fourteen years of constant travel in the 
United States. Living in one of the best 
hotels in the Dominion, I was seldom able to 
get to sleep until the early hours of the 
morning because of the noise of drunken 
carousing and wild drinking going on in the 
halls. A business man told me that they 
sell liquor “over the counters in Montreal 
like they do Post Tvasties.” 

The man who says Prohibition has in- 
creased crime, and the man who says there 
is more drinking going on now in the States 
than before the 18th Amendment was added 
to the Constitution, are just a pair of plain 
liars and I can prove it. Prohibition has 
been a success in spite of the fact that the 
responsibility for its enforcement has been 
almost entirely in the hands of its enemies 
until the Hoover administration, due to the 
schemes of designing politicians.

As they have come and gone through 
the years we have tried to encourage and 
advise them. We have tried to cheer and 
help them.

Can’t you make a sign 
that will point strangers to the spring? I 
tan build a rustic seat and cut a path. So 
we put up the sign as best we could, father 
cut out the path and built the seat. When 





all was done, father said, ‘Can’t we do 
something more?’ And so we thought of 
the apples. And there they hang. 

“You see, stranger, it was all because we 
Were so hungry to be in the valley what 
Jesus would have been had He lived where 
we do. So humble as we are we have tried 
to live in this house by the side of the road 
and be a friend to man.” 

The stranger, deeply impressed with this 
sweet passion for service went forth with 
this precious story and gave it to the world.

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The Annual Missionary Convention of the 
Toronto Gospel Tabernacle was held May 
22nd to 29th, and netted in cash and pledges 
a total of over $35,000 for the year. The 
Colored Jubilee Singers were present 
throughout. Paul Rader came for one day, 
Friday. On the closing Sunday night all 
available standing space was taken and 
many turned away. 

Mr. W. C. Willis and I left on our Mis- 
sionary trip the following Tuesday. With- 
out someone to accompany me I would 
never have faced another world tour. His 
advice, fellowship and help is already prov- 
ing invaluable. I will be able to accomp- 
lish infinitely more with him than I ever 
could alone. 

Wonderful indeed were the farewell 
meetings. I will never forget them. Every- 
one was so kind, so loyal. Presentations 
were made by the Young People and by the 
Choir. I felt the love of my congregation 
as never before. It was not easy to say 
goodbye. A large group gathered on the 
station platform to see us off. How I 
praise God for them! 

Rev. R. V. Bingham, D. D., Founder and 
General Director of the Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion and of the Evangelical Publishers, and 
Editor of the Evangelical Christian, along 
with the Canadian Keswick speakers, is 
taking charge of the work during my 
absence. I trust that many will bear him 
up in prayer. 

Thus far our itinerary has been Toronto, 
New York, London, Paris, Madrid, Seville, 
Gibraltar and Marseilles. We are travel- 
ling tourist and second class. 

Our work among the Russian Refugees 
of France under the able leadership of 
Judge George Urban gave us cause for 
much rejoicing. Little did we dream of the 
progress made. I could never have be- 
lieved that so much could have been ac- 
complished since my last visit three years 
ago. There are now about 175 attending 
the services. Over 500 are vitally inter- 
ested in the Gospel. I preached four times 
and when I asked for those who had been 
saved during the past three years, scores 
raised their hands. I have never seen a 
deeper nor a better work. Perfect harmony 
prevzils. Every convert is a missionary. 
Thousands of Russians have been present- 
ed with pieces of Gospel literature. The 
love among the believers is wonderful. God 
has marvelously blessed our Paris work. 
We were more than surprised at the results 
of our investment. When we left for 
Madrid, the people came to the station to 
see us off. We prayed and sang on the 
platform. Tears flowed from many eyes 
as we shook hands and said goodbye. I 
have no hesitation in urging the continued 
support of this great work. Every dol- 
lar is counting for souls. 

In Paris we secured a room in a board- 


oe 


ing house at 80¢c a day and thus saved a big 
hotel bill for Missions. From Paris we 
took the train to Madrid, sitting up all 
night, second class, to avoid unnecessary 
expense. 


Rev. F. David Sholin, our Dean, met us 
at Madrid and motored us in the car given 
him by the Couriers, to Valdepenas, where 
Mrs. Sholin graciously entertained us in the 
home and Bible School built by the gifts of 
our supporters. Here, already two classes 
of students have received their training and 
a third will soon begin. Never have I seen 
such consecrated enthusiastic workers. 
These young Spanish Evangelists are on 
fire for souls. All through Central Spain 
they are proclaiming th2 Glad _ Tidings. 
Thousands are hearing the Gospel for the 
first time. Mr. Sholin has certainly been 
raised up for a time such as this. Spain’s 
new day has dawned at last. Meetings can 
now be held anywhere. Religious liberty 
has been declared. Orders have been is- 
sued for the protection of the Protestants. 
Audiences of more than 2,000 gather to 
hear the Message. Never have the workers 
in Spain seen the like before. We are de- 
pending altogether on the Spanish people 
themselves. Foreign missionaries can do 
but little. Brother Sholin simply trains the 
workers and sends them out. They can ac- 
complish infinitely more among their own 
people than we can. Many of them are 
wonderful preachers. On no account must 
we allow the work in Spain to suffer. 


Mrs. Sholin is accomplishing fully as 
much as her husband. She is invaluable 
to the work. It would be impossible to 
commend her too highly. She does not hold 
herself aloof from the people. There is 
no air of superiority about her. She wel- 
comes and kisses the Spanish women of all 
classes and receives them as an equal. 
Consequently they love her and are deeply 
devoted to her. We certainly thank God 
for Mr. and Mrs. Sholin and for the great 
work they have already accomplished in 
Spain. 

We realize that our gifts are dependent 
from year to year on our Annual Mission- 
ary Convention, and that therefore, we can 
only promise assistance for a year at a 
time to any Mission, but we would certainly 
urge that the Courier Department of the 
Spanish Gospel Mission be supported for 
still another year. Every month of assist- 
ance is worth while. We could stop at any 
time and feel that something definite had 
been accomplished, and that the investment 
had not been in vain. 

Rev. Perey J. Buffard, the Founder of the 
work, was absent in England so that, much 
to our regret, we were unable to see him al- 
though he made a special effort to reach 
us. However, we praise God with him for 
the progress made. How his heart must 
rejoice to see the work expand!

WHY 1 AM NOT AN ATHEIST 


By Dr. Edward Clutter, Wichita, Kansas 








ERE are five reasons why I am not an 

atheist. In the first place the atheist 
is not an honest person, and I have always 
tried to live up to the maxim that honesty 
is the best policy. Second, the atheist is 
not a logical reasoner, and I have spent 
years in trying to develop my reasoning 
faculties until I believe that I can receive 
the testimony of evidence. Third, the 
atheist insists that there is a design in na- 
ture but no designer, and such argument 
can be proved to be false. Fourth, the 
atheist is foolhardy, because he blindly fol- 
lows one course, while I believe that when 
there is a choice of two courses it is the 
part of wisdom to follow the safer one. 
Fifth, and last, the atheist is a fool, for a 
wiser man than he has stated, “The fool 
saith in his heart, ‘there is no God’,” and I 
should dislike being caught in such com- 
pany. I now propose to follow out these 
reasons to their logical conclusions, al- 
though should any atheist have chanced to 
start reading this article he is probably now 
on the verge of hysterics, and ready to 
chuck the whole thing into the waste 
basket. 


The Atheist Is Not Honest 

Webster defines honesty as “just; free 
from fraud; fair.”” The judge on the bench 
in order to render a fair decision on the 
merits of a case must listen to the evidence 
presented by both sides. Otherwise his de- 
cision cannot be fair and just. Y'et the 
atheist refuses to study the evidence pre- 
sented by the believer in God, and renders 
his judgment with a lot of noise in order to 
confuse other people and turn them to his 
own false position. I remember a young 
man, a university graduate who boasted to 
me of the knowledge he had gained in the 
university, and especially that he had 
learned that the Bible was a myth, a col- 
lection of folk lore. He made some ludi- 
crous statements concerning the Book and 
the old-fogyism of Christians in generai, 
and when I showed him how mistaken he 
was he turned it off with, “Oh, well, I don’t 
believe that old book, anyway.” If by any 
chance an atheist has succeeded in reading 
thus far, I now challenge him to an honest 
investigation of the Bible, and I will make 
the assertion, that having become honest 
enough to thoroughly examine the evidence 
he will no longer be an atheist. 


The Atheist Is Not Logical 


The Bible states this difference between 
man and the brute creation, that when God 
created him He breathed into him the breath 
of life and he became a living soul fit to be 
the companion of the Creator. Granted 
that the atheist does not admit such crea- 
tion of man, he must yet admit that man 
has in some manner obtained a brain cap- 
able of reasoning power much higher than 
that of any brute. And Mr. Atheist must 
also admit that in order to use the power of 
reason he must concede a premise to be 
proved by the use of acceptable evidence. 
And he is confronted by a real dilemma in 
trying to prove the negative proposition, 
“There is no God.” In order to prove this 
he must needs have gone into every nook 
and corner and crevice of every planet and 
sun in every solar system in every universe 
of the universes which science has assured 
him do exist, as well as into every inch of 
space not occupied by any heavenly body; 
he must have taken two or three witnesses 
with him that he might establish proof that 
he has made the search and found no God 
anywhere in all space. 

A few years ago I met on a train a young 


man who had just received his degree from 
a certain state university. He was very 
proud of the fact and our conversation nat- 
urally turned into the channel of education 
and religion. To my surprise the young 
man said, “Do you know, Mr. Clutter, when 
I was a boy I believed all this nonsense 
about God and Christ, but I have gotten 
away from that now. I am an atheist.” 
I asked him how he had arrived at that con- 
clusion, and he replied that in the univer- 
sity they had proved it by science in the 
same manner that one would prove a propo- 
sition in geometry. He then proceeded to 
enlighten me on the marvels of science. 
Among other things he commented on the 
wonders of the solar system and the science 
that could determine its movements even 
hundreds of years in the future. He stated 
that no clock had ever been made that was 
as accurate as the movements of the 
planets, and accounted for it by saying that 
some great but unintelligent force had set 
them in motion. After congratulating him 
on his knowledge I asked him if there was 
anything he did not know, and he modestly 
admitted there might be a few things. But 
when I suggested that one of those things 
he admitted not knowing was that there 
might after all be a God, he sought another 
seat and the argument was closed. Like 
all atheists he refused to use his brain for 
logical reasoning. 

Many other evidences might be brought 
forth but space will allow but few. The 
Bible and Science agree in the teaching that 
the universe was created by some great 
force. They agree on the order of crea- 
tion and the antiquity of the earth. They 
also agree as to the creation of man, the 
deluge, and the destiny of earth and hu- 
manity. I am speaking now of real science, 
not pseudo-science. Science may say that 
the cause was some great force; the Bible 
says it. is GOD. 


The Atheist Insists That There Can Be A 
Design Without a Designer 

Following up the evidences of the exist- 
ence of God leads us to the statement that 
there can be no design without a designer. 
Atheism maintains the absurd position that 
the universe is the product of mere chance. 
When I was a small boy I liked to throw 
snowballs. One snowy day a well dressed 
gentleman was passing, and the tempta- 
tion was too strong to resist. A snowball, 
travelling at a high rate of speed knocked 
off that man’s hat and spread over his face 
and clothes. As the snowball came from 
the direction of a barn, although no one was 
in sight, the gentleman needed no proof 
that a boy was behind that barn. He knew 
without argument that there had been a de- 
sign and a designer. He knew the snow 
did not form a ball and fly at him of its 
own volition, and he acted accordingly. 
Back of nature there must be a God. 


We have already spoken of the accuracy 
of the solar system, but think of the mil- 
lions of other wonders presented to our 
daily view. Think of CHANCE forming 
the spectroscope in countless drops of water 
and flinging a rainbow on the eastern 
clouds. Think of the elements in the soil 
by CHANCE bringing forth the marvelous 
colorings and odors of flowers without num- 
ber, to be followed by delicious fruits and 
grains fit to sustain all animal life. Could 
CHANCE have painted the robin’s breast 
its tawny red and made the bluebird a liv- 
ing, darting sapphire? Is it possible that 
CHANCE fashioned the tiny humming bird 
a put into that little body the heart of a 
ion? 


Or considering your own body, so fear- 
fully and _ wonderfully made. What 
CHANCE could have the skill required to 
form the seeing eye? How exquisitely 
wrought it is and placed like a jewel in a 
casket. And‘not only the human eye, but 
that of the bird of prey, or the fish in water, 
or the insect with its multitudinous lenses 
which afford it escape from its enemies. 
Did CHANCE form all these? Then think 
of the hidden mechanism of the lung, draw- 
ing in the air, separating it into its com- 
ponent parts, discarding that which it can- 
not use, and converting the remainder into 
body tissues. Or consider the digestive ap- 
paratus, and that marvelous telegraphic 
network, the nervous system and their per- 
fect adaptation to the needs of the body. 
Did CHANCE bring all these into being. 
NO, every reasoning faculty of man an- 
swers that the very thought must be 
absurd. 

The Atheist Is Foolhardy 

It is a maxim in railroading that in case 
of a doubt one must pursue the course that 
is infallibly safe. This one rule has pre- 
vented many accidents. For example, if 
the order is not clear as to whether a train 
must wait on Siding Number One or Sid- 
ing Number Two to allow the limited to 
pass, the trainmen must wait on the one 
that will preclude any accident. Life is 
much like railroading, but we pass over the 
road but once. If there is any doubt as to 
the orders we must take the ones that are 
safe. It is no disgrace to have doubts, 
but one should earnestly strive to replace 
them with knowledge. 

Conceive the idea, if you can, that in the 
final wind-up of human affairs everything 
should turn out as the atheist has said— 
that the Bible is entirely of man; all relig- 
ion is founded in ignorance; no God; no 
Heaven; no Hell. To what danger will a 
man stand exposed who believed in God and 
the teachings of the Bible, and who earnest- 
ly tried to live by them? Can anyone show 
that he has lost anything that could have 
in any way enlarged his greatness, good- 
ness, or happiness in life, or endangered 
himself in the life to come? 

But if, on the other hand the things he 
believed are true; if God lives as the great 
Creator and loving Heavenly Father; if 
Jesus exists as the risen and exalted Sav- 
iour of men; if the Holy Spirit has indeed 
been the leader and comforter of the believ- 
er, then he will be the eternal gainer. But 
if you conceive the possibility of the atheist 
being right, the believer is still as safe as 
any atheist on earth, living or dying, in 
time or in eternity. But should the atheist 
be wrong, in the end he will have to face a 
God of justice, hear himself accused of op- 
posing a gracious Redeemer who died to 
save him, and receive the sentence, “He that 
believeth not shall be condemned! Depart 
from me, ye cursed!” 

Atheism is an awful experiment. It is 
simply taking the risk of losing everything 
without the possibility of gaining anything, 
either in this life or in the life to come. 
Small wonder that when the atheist comes 
down to the vale of shadow that he looks 
with horror into the darkness. This argu- 
ment may not refute atheism, but I propose 
to follow the infallibly safe way of faith in 
a living God and a risen Saviour, knowing 
I have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose in time or in eternity. 

The Atheist Is A, Fool 

And now I come to the logical conclusion 
that it is the fool who says in his heart 
‘there is no God,’ for it can be easily seen 
that a person who will not study evidence, 
who makes the silly claim that all perfect 
things have come by chance or by a blind, 
unintelligent force, and who is foolhardy 
enough to throw safety to the four winds, 
and trust his life and future to such illogi- 
cal reasoning can be nothing short of a fool. 

The honest, thinking man must realize

THE RED HORSE

“WHY DON’T THE WORKERS RAISE 
HELL?” This is the headline appearing 
on an article in the July 15th edition of a 
radical magazine published by a Jewish 
editor in Kansas. It continued, “Can any 
one. . . visualize a Texan, or a man from 
Kansas or Kentucky, permitting, 50 years 
ago, himself to starve, or his family to suf- 
fer from lack of food? So long as there 

was a dollar’s worth of food in the country, 
and his rifle or revolver was in working 
order, either of these oldtimers would have 
procured food if he had to wade through 
blood to get it!” Branding this, and other 
utterances of its kind as being “treasonous 
matter,” the government was quick to su- 
press and confiscate the whole edition. 

The city of Los Angeles has a group of 
officers called “the Red squad” whose duty 
it is to break up Communist meetings. One 
day last month William Foster, the can- 
didate for President on the Communist 
ticket, stepped out on a Los Angeles street 
corner and started delivering a_ tirade 
against the government. He got eleven 
words out of his mouth when “the Red 
squad” knocked him down and dragged him 
off to jail. He was soon released. For 
Vice President, the American Reds have 
selected an Alabama Negro running-mate 
for Foster by the name of James Ford. 
Moscow is putting forth a special effort to 
stir up a revolutionary spirit among the 
negroes of the country, even having many 
go to Russia for special training in Red 
methods. 

Red organizers have been active in the 
“Bonus Army” of Washington during re- 
cent weeks doing their utmost to inoculate 
as many of the boys as possible with the 
virus of Communism. 

To the Editor’s desk there comes a copy 
of the July 12th St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
which carries a flaming, front page head- 
line, “REDS STORM CITY HALL AND 
FOUR ARE SHOT, 20 INJURED.” The 
report tells how “1500 Communists, in- 
flamed by the utterances of their speakers, 
stormed the City Hall at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. .. For fifteen minutes 75 police- 
men fought with the rioters. 

On July 21st, The Scranton. (Pa.) Times 
spread these words across its front-page, 
telling of an Indiana uprising, “FEAR 
BLOODSHED IN MINE WAR. State 
Militia Called Out.” We read, “Twenty 
hungry, frightened coal miners huddled in 
the underground twilight of the Hoosier 
mine, waiting for national guardsmen to 
free them from imprisonment by 1000 un- 
employed union members picketed around 
the shaft entrance above.” 

The Buffalo Courier-Express ran _ this 
screaming headline on its front page July 
20th, describing a similar Communistic out- 
burst in Illinois, “ONE DEAD, THREE 
CRITICALLY HURT IN LABOR FIGHT.” 

Many other such reports could be record- 
ed. The Red hand of Moscow now reaches 
into all parts of the world. Europe, China 
and India are seething, but America has 
been selected by Moscow as the next coun- 
try upon which to concentrate with propa- 
ganda and by lighting revclutionary fires. 
Their ultimate purpose is to destroy our 
churches, overthrow our government and in- 
troduce a reign of terror. They want to 
destroy every flag except the Red flag and 
bring all nations under the control of one 
empire with *. orld headquarters in Moscow. 
Stalin to be Dictator of the peoples of 
earth! He visualizes world dominion! But 
the so-called capitalistic governments must 
first be overthrown by the masses fighting 
the classes. 

Evolution in our schools has paved the 


way by teaching the fundamentals of Com- 
munism to a generation of boys and girls 
which has now grown to manhood and wo- 
manhood. And Modernism in the Church 
has paralyzed the spiritual forces at a time 
when the Gospel is most needed.

XV. Seven Kingdoms 


Here may be some new thought but I 
hope it will be recognized as true thought; 
much of the new is not true in these days. 


These Kingdoms are as follows, three 
natural, four spiritual: 1. The inorganic 
or mineral; 2. The vegetable; 3. The ani- 
mal; 4. The Kingdom of lost souls in this 
world; 5. The Kingdom of saved souls in 
this world; 6. The everlasting Kingdom of 
Satan in the world to come; 7. The eternal 
Kingdom of God in the world to come. For 
these two last see Matthew 25:46. 


Science knows only the first three of 
these, with considerable fog over and around 
the third. To Modernism the last four 
are pretty hazy. The Bible alone makes all 
of these clear as sunlight. It has no quar- 
rel with science over land and water, trees 
and flowers and all the animals of the 
world. The first mistake of science is in 
putting man in the third Kingdom; he is not 
an animal at all, though having some ani- 
mal-like features. Science will learn this 
sometime. The animals were created in a 
mass on the sixth day. Then man in the 
end of that day was made a separate and 
distinct creation, and became another King- 
dom. Genesis 1:26, 27. There are not two 
different creations of man in Genesis 1 and 
2; the first is a general statement of man’s 
creation and the next his creation given in 
detail. 


When man sinned, Chapter 8, another 
Kingdom started, the fourth, or Kingdom 
of lost souls here. Adam and Eve were lost 
and doomed by their sin, and this made the 
sixth Kingdom possible for them, the King- 
dom of everlasting darkness, despair, death 
and of the devil, or hell. This Kingdom is 
transient here and subject to change; but 
in the hereafter will be everlasting and no 
change possible. But God so loved his fall- 
en creatures that he planned to save them 
from the wreck, by giving his Son to die 
in their stead. See the promise in Genesis 
8:15. Our first parents believed this 
promise and passed into a new Kingdom, 
the fifth, of saved souls here on earth, mak- 
ing the seventh, or glorious and eternal 
Kingdom of God certain for them finally. 
This fifth Kingdom is transient and imper- 
fect here, but will be perfect and eternal in 
the world to come. 

These Kingdoms are all separate and dis- 
tinct, and there is no possibility of passing 
from one to another but by a miracle of 
God’s grace. The clod cannot become a 
lily or a weed, and these cannot become a 
humming bird or a monkey, and the monkey 
cannot become a man. God could have 
made them to shift so, but He didn’t. Men 
will learn this sometime. “After its kind” 
is the law of creation. A lost soul cannot 
change itself into the Kingdom of saved 
souls. Only a miracle of grace can do this, 
through repentance and faith and the new 
birth, or regeneration. 

There is a wide difference between a 
plant and an animal, but there is a much 
wider, an infinite difference between the 
animals and man. Man has a capacity for 
knowing, loving, serving and enjoying God, 
which the animal has not at all. Likewise 
there is an infinite difference between a 
lost and a saved soul. The first by his sin 
has become a “child of the devil,” (Matthew 
13:38) and an heir of the Kingdom of dark- 
ness, as before stated. The second by his 
faith in his Saviour has become a child of 
God, (John 1:12), and an heir of the King- 
dom of light, glory, God, heaven. These

_ IS PANIN’S WORK DISCREDITED?

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For many years a number of devout Bible 
scholars who have devoted the better part 
of a lifetime to the subject, have been as- 
serting that the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures has been scientifically demonstrated 
by the numeric phenomena found in the 
very structure of the Hebrew and Greek 
texts. 


Dr. Grant in his “Numerical Bible;” Dr. 
Browne in his “Ordo Saeculoreum;” Dr. 
Bullinger in his “Numerics in the Scrip- 
tures” and Ivan Panin in various pamphlets 
and books have set forth the nature of these 
proofs which have been widely accepted by 
Bible teachers. Mr. Panin, who has gone 
into the matter more thoroughly than any 
other scholar, has for years challenged the 
world’s unbelieving scholars to find similar 
phenomena in any writing outside the Bible. 
His establishing of the practically infinite 
series of complex systems, sequences, com- 
binations, ratios, ete., in the Hebrew and 
Greek texts, all following a uniform design 
from Genesis to Revelation has been con- 
sidered God’s answer to Modernism and 
Atheism, His vindication of the infallible 
authority of the Bible in these last days.

sertions are false and that while many of 
them are true, they are without any signi- 
ficance whatever. 


He fails to set forth proof of misrepre- 
sentation, but to demonstrate the useless- 
ness of the features which he says are cor- 
rect, he selects an article by the noted athe- 
ist, Herbert Spencer. He tells us that he 
spent half a day in studying this selection, 
counting various letters, punctuation 
marks, ete., and finding that in many cases 
the numbers he secured were divisible by 
the divine number seven. The deduction is 
— Spencer must have been a prophet of 
10a. 


Knowing how painstakingly modern athe- 
ist writers watch Fundamentalist publica- 
tions for material which they can turn to 
their own uses, many sincere Christians 
were dumfounded that a Fundamentalist 
publication should make such material 
available. There is no doubt but that this 
unfortunate article will be flouted through- 
out the world in the Soviet and Modernist 
press. Whatever corrections may be made, 
will never catch up with the damage done, 
if they are given place at all. 


But does Mr. Panin stand discredited? 
Most emphatically, he and his supporters 
insist that he is not. The critic of his work 
has taken no notice whatever of the most 
important feature of these discoveries, the 
numeric values of the words. No such fea- 
tures can be found in the works of Spencer 
or anyone else, and the same phenomena 
have never been found in Hebrew or Greek 
writings outside the Bible. His attacker 
has spent a half day in analyzing the work 
of Spencer, but how many days did he de- 
vote to the study of numeric values in 
Hebrew and Greek texts? No wonder Mr. 
Panin is moved to say: “When one is so 
grossly incompetent in even grasping the 
rudiments of the A B C of what he deals 
with, he puts himself beneath discussion. 
30th he and the publisher have laid them- 
selves wide open to be flayed.” 


I take the liberty of quoting a para- 
graph from a letter which [I sent to 
the editor of the Moody Monthly: “In con- 
clusion, let me say that I deplore the policy 
of publishing such attacks without first 
communicating with those concerned. I 
know of many cases in which editors would 
have been saved the embarrassment of re- 
tractions and apologies had they first com- 
municated with those concerned. The dam- 
age done to the testimony of Mr. Panin is 
nothing to that which will result to the 
cause in general by the reproduction of this 
unfortunate article in atheist and modern- 
ist publications that have long been looking 
for an answer to Mr. Panin’s assertions,” 
(Note: The publication referred to had 
carried advertising of the booklet criti- 
cized). 


All of which reminds us that while some 
of our warriors for Fundamentalism take 
time off to flay their brethren who are 
earnestly contending for the same Faith, 
the forces of the anti-Christ move shoulder 
to shoulder toward the final battle field, 
chuckling among themselves at the way 
a Christians bite and devour one an- 
other.

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An Indictment and a Challenge

The New York Times, not long ago, 
quoted Mrs. Findlay Shepard, better known 
as Helen Gould, daughter of the once noted 
financier Jay Gould, as saying: “The world 
is definitely and dangerously drifting to- 
ward Atheism. Unless the Christian relig- 
ion is taught more forcibly in our schools 
and colleges I can see little hope for mem- 
bers of the future generation. We need re- 
ligion to direct the body of mankind, which 
is rapidly sinking into the quagmire of athe- 
istic belief.” Think of it! A lady of the 
highest social distinction and one of the 
wealthiest women in the world making such 
statements! Her timely and_ trenchant 
words are well worth pondering. She gives 
a description, makes an indictment, sounds 
a warning, offers a confession and presents 
a challenge. 


With unusually wide observation and an 
almost unparalleled opportunity to discern 
the tendency of the times she sees the world 
dangerously drifting toward Atheism. While 
some with a sniff and a snarl may pass up 
this dark picture as the mere product of a 
pessimistic mind, yet it is too serious a mat- 
ter, in the light of modern events, to be 
brushed aside so easily. No one who has 
carefully studied the present situation can 
deny that there is a dangerous drift in 
America toward some maelstrom of de- 
struction. Call it skepticism, modernism, 
Atheism, or whatever we may. There is a 
rising tide of rationalism in this country 
that threatens the very foundations of home 
and church and state. Remember the pic- 
ture the premises is not one drawn by a 
pessimistic preacher but by Helen Gould 
Shepard of financial fame. There is doubt- 
less a rift and drift in the world today def- 
inite, deep and dangerous! The elite of the 
land even are recognizing the dreadful con- 
dition of things. Yet in the face of all the 
facts in the case, some mollycoddle modern- 
istic ministers are telling the people that all 
is peaceful on the Potomac and that the 
millennium is just ’round the corner. 


Helen Gould Shepard, not only gives a 
vivid picture of conditions, but makes an 
indictment—“Unless the Christian religion 
is taught more forcibly in our schools and 
colleges.” In other words the schools and 
colleges at present are not teaching the 
Christian religion with a force and effec- 
tiveness sufficient to prevent the drift to- 
ward Atheism. She does not bring any 
positive, railing accusation against the edu- 
cational institutions of the country, but re- 
cognizes their failure to stem the tide. Al- 
though her statement is couched in care- 
ful, cultured language it is indirectly an in- 
dictment of the present educational system. 
Modernism came to the church through the 
school. The public schools in many states 
have put the Bible out at the back door and 
have brought the “monkey” theory of evolu- 
tion in through the front door. No wonder 
the schools are not forcibly teaching the 
Christian religion as Mrs. Shepard recog- 
nizes. How can they teach and tear down 
the Christian religion at one and the same 
time? 

The awful warning sounded in the brief 
paragraph reported in the Times is the 
danger that the nation may soon sink into 
the quagmire of Atheism. It is indeed 
high time to sound the alarm. If the promi- 
nent and the rich are realizing the situa- 
tion the hour has already struck for the 
rank and file of American citizenship to 
become aroused. 

Mrs. Shepard confesses that the body of 
mankind needs the directive influence of 


the Christian religion. This is a_ note- 
worthy admission. It cuts the ground from 
beneath Atheism. It is directly opposite to 
Clarence Darrow’s cynical view that re- 
ligion is entirely unnecessary. George 
Washington in his farewell speech declared 
that religion and morality are indispensable 
to our general welfare. He further stated 
that it is impossible to maintain morality 
in exclusion of the religious principle. 
Theodore Roosevelt declared with his char- 
acteristic vim that education without morals 
is a menace. The Supreme Court has de- 
creed that no state can barter away the 
public health or the public morals. Moral- 
ity, in order to be healthy, robust and ef- 
fective, must have the continual support of 
the Christian religion. 


Mrs. Shepard’s keen analysis of the sit- 
uation is a mighty moral challenge to the 
church to buckle on the armor and to 
march forth to war, to conquer and to con- 
quest. God has given the church power 
over all the power of the enemy. It is the 
greatest potential force in the world. It 
holds in its hands the keys to the kingdom 
and the torch with which to illuminate the 
bedarkened world. “Arise and shine for 
thy light is come, and the glory of the Lord 
is risen upon thee. Cry aloud, spare not, 
lift up thy voice like a trumpet, and show 
my people their transgression, and the 
house of Jacob their sins.” It is no time to 
call a halt. It is no time to put on the 
brakes. It is late in the day to decry “sen- 
sational evangelism” and to plead for 
“artistry in worship.” It will take an old- 
time, soul-saving, devil-driving, nation- 
wide revival of evangelical religion to coun- 
teract the rising tide of evil that is now 
sweeping the American continent. 


If a prominent lady like Helen Gould 
Shepard raises the voice of protest against 
the dangerous drift to Atheism, it is cer- 
tainly high time for the different ecclesias- 
tical leaders to read the hand-writing on the 
wall and to call the church to prayer for 
another great evangelistic awakening in 
order to save the day. If they do not wake 
up soon, it will be forever too late.

adopted at their conventions upon which 
the candidates for President and Vice Presi- 
dent will appeal to the people for votes. © It 
only took 142 words for the Democrats to 
write their Wet plank demanding repeal, 
beginning with these words, “We favor the 
repeal of the 18th Amendment.” But it re- 
quired 526 words for the Republicans to 
write their cautious, compromise plank 
which seeks to straddle the issue. Bear in 
mind however, that the present leadership 
of the Republican party is predominantly 
Dry and only the present wave of Wet senti- 
ment brought about the compromise plank 
in the platform. Indeed, considering the 
“Wetness” of the mass mind, it required 
courage not to write a Wet plank like the 
Democrats did. The Republican statement 
is by far the lesser of two evils. A part 
of the Republican plank is as follows, “The 
American nation never in its history has 
gone backward, and in this case the pro- 
gress which has been thus far made must 
be preserved, while the evils must be eli- 
minated. . . . Federal government to pro- 
tect those states where prohibition may 
exist and safeguard our citizens everywhere 


from the return of the saloon and attendant 
abuses.” 

On the whole, viewed from the Dry posi- 
tion, the Republican plank is not satisfac- 
tory, but until Sober sentiment reaches a 
higher level, it is about the best we can 
hope for.

Tom, aged eight, sat on the bank and 
watched eagerly for his promised lesson.

Gradually the 
tense muscles relaxed and his fear was 
gone. How good it was to be there in the 
water with one in whom he trusted! With 
his friend alongside little Tom began, con- 
fidently, to learn to swim. After years 
have brought me a vivid parallel to Tom’s 
experience. How many of us struggle and 
go down in life’s swimming hole, and nev- 
er know that One stands by to help if only 
we call upon Him! How few know the re- 
laxation that comes with perfect trust in 


Him. The lessons of life must go on, but’ 


oh! the peace that passeth understanding 
when we know that One stands by to bear 
us up, when we know that beneath us are 
the Everlasting Arms. 


“What then,” I ask myself, “is the nature 
of this trust and how does it differ from 
trying?” Tom tried to swim but he did 
not have to try to trust his friend. Trust is 
the undergirding, spiritual identity of pur- 
pose supplied to the weaker by the strong- 
er that the weaker may cling thereto and 
save himself from danger of consequences. 
So, trusting is perfect reliance, a shifting 
of the burden to the superior being, and 
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resting securely in confidence. A man can 
no more be successful in trying to trust 
than he can be successful in trying to sleep. 
Sleep in anchorage in the sub-conscious 
being; trust is the haven of rest provided 
by the superior being. Men do not will to 
trust any more than they will to sleep, for 
sleep comes when the will is at rest, when 
the great subconscious system envelops the 
will and we are passive. Try to sleep and 
you stay awake. So the superior contact 
quality in one we trust quiets our will. 
When we really trust, the will is composed 
and we are lulled into security in the confi- 
dence we have in the trusted cne. Trust- 
ing is resting. Trust is the spiritual peace- 
bond between the stronger and the weaker, 
between master and servant, between prin- 
cipal and agent, between God and man. 
Trusting invites sleep which merges the 
conscious into the sub-conscious. By per- 
fect trust we substitute for perplexity and 
uncertainty, peace and security. 


The law of compensation—inexorable as 
it is—balances the burdens and benefits 
of human life. Poise in the personal life 
of the individual is maintained by a bal- 
ancing of the pressure downward which is 
the burden and the inspiration upward 
which is the benefit. Exemption from bur- 
dens is freedom. Continuing in the Word 
of God makes us free. “The truth shall 
make you free.” Continuing in the Word 
develops trusting in the Word. Believing 
is trusting. Trusting depends upon the 
strength of truth. All freedom is based 
on truth. All trusting is based on truth. 
All genuine freedom is inherent in perfect 
trust. 


How much inherent trusting is there in 
every act of trying! The very process 
of trying is performed out of the quieting, 
heartening plentitude of subconscious trust- 
ing. In every act of trying dependence is 
necessarily placed in one’s power to set in 
motion the forces which produce results. 
The essential basis for trying is reliance 
upon one’s continued physical existence to 
make the impulse register in the intended 
way. How much trying could man at- 
tempt if he had to leave off trusting that 
his heart would still beat until the act was 
performed; that his lungs would still 
function in their marvelous respiratory 
process; that his brain would remain ac- 
tive to mental impressions so that he could 
appreciate the results of his trying! 

Without the quiet, yet infinitely wonder- 
ful storage battery of power, the sub- 
conscious mind, associated as it is in the 
intricate composition of the human body; 
without a basic trust in the human heart, 
that greatest dynamo of energy known to 
man; without an implicit trust in the con- 
tinued illumination of the spark of life 
to make visible the fruition of all action; 
without the security of reliance in our po- 
tential soul and spirit forces: without this 
reliance, this trust, the warp and woof of 
our every move, physical, mental or spir- 
itual, the ability to try would be lacking, 
the power to achieve would be absent. 

Long before the mysteries of man’s an- 
atomy had been explored, David cried, “I 


will praise thee; for I am fearfully and 
wonderfully made.” Has science done any- 
thing more than clarify that statement 
when it tells: that the lungs of human be- 
ings are composed of seven hundred mil- 
lion cells, equal to a flat surface of two 
thousand feet which could cover a city lot; 
that the heart in seventy years beats two 
billion five hundred million times, lifting 
five hundred thousand tons of blood; that 
the nervous system controlled by the brain 
has three trillion nerve cells? Veritably, 
trusting in the Creator to continue to 
maintain the vital spark in this marvelous 
frame is inherent in all effort! 

In spite of this ever-present evidence, we 
tind hundreds of men who seemingly are 
impressed with their own ability to accom- 
plish worthwhile things without acknowl- 
edging fundamental dependence of man 
upon his Creator for all of his mental and 
physical force. For it is spiritual force, 
the third element of man’s triune nature, 
which makes possible the functioning of 
the other two. So with the supernatural 
ever being essential to the existence of 
the natural; with God’s arm always ex- 
tending from the heavenlies down to us, 
let us ever look upward to the Author and 
Finisher of our faith.
